Claims 1-15 are indefinite because in independent claim 1, lines 9, 13 and 17, it 
is not clearly understood what "lop", "los" and "Ik", respectively, may stand for. 
Applicant is suggested to incorporate limitations of dependent claim 3 (which 
recites the definitions of "lop", "los" and "Ik") into claim 1 . 

5. Claims 1-15 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. None of prior art of record taken alone or in combination shows a power supply 
device having several switch-mode power supplies connected in parallel, each 
generating an output current and an output voltage that is a function of the output 
current and a load resistance, and comprising a control device including a first stage, a 
second stage and a third stage along with particular functions and operations thereof, 
and more detailed elements as recited in the claims of the application. 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 
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Malik (U.S. Pat. No. 5,319,536), Stanley (U.S. Pat. No. 5,513,094), Hemena et 
al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,320,771), Patel et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,373,732), Fan et al. (U.S. Pat. 
No. 6,388,898) and Saga et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,738,270) disclose power supply devices 
each of which comprises switch-mode power converters connected in parallel to supply 
power to a load.
